Light, Ads- Lydian, Booster and Baby 
Ads- Times Roman Bold, and Division 
pages- Times Roman Bold. 

Page tabs include HJ page art GR7237 
and a | pt. rule line which were done by 
the company. Names on the pages indicate 
who has done the layout and written the 
copy. 

This 7 3/4 x 10 1/2 book is printed on 80 
pound paper and features a burgundy 
brush grain cover with 9999 Paragon-7 in 
Rich Gold pressed into the cover.
